In the statement Red Cross 
the ARRL provides *‘in maintaine 
ing continuity of communications 
during disasters and emergene 
cies when normal communicae 
tions facilities are disrupted or 
overloaded,’? In turn the ARRL 
recognizes Red Cross as “the 
agency chartered by Congréss 
through which the American peos 
ple voluntarily extend assistance 
to individuals and families in need 
as a result ofnatural disasters,’? 

In signing, Gen, Gruenther paid 
tribute to the volunteer efforts of 
the amateur radio operators 
throughout the U.S, in support of 
Red Cross disaster operations, 
He said it ‘‘is fitting that we 
Should sign this document dure 
ing 1964, the 50th anniversary 
year of the American Radio Ree 
lay League,’?

ESTIMATES SHRINK SIZE OF 
ELECTRON 


Cambridge, Mass, scientists 
believe they may be nearing the 
end of the 2,500 year search for 
the smallest constituents of mate 
ter, 

They have found evidence that 
the electron is, at most, little 
larger than the infinitesimally 
small point referred to in mathee 
Mmatics,Likewise they have Obe 
served that the proton lacks ine 
ternal units, It does not appear 
to have a core, as had been 
thought, 

The electron andproton are the 
two most basic units of matter, 
being the sole constituents of the 
hydrogen atom. The proton ape 
pears to be a cloudlike conglome 
eration of electric charges whose 

density increases toward the cene 
ter, 

These interesting events were 
reported by Walter Sullivan inthe 
New York Times, The discovere 
ies he reports were made withthe 
electron accelerator built by Hare 
vard University and the Masse 
achusetts Institute of Technology 
and put into full operation early 
last year. It boosts electrons to 
six billion electron volts, 

This is three times the ene 
ergy of the most powerful acce 
elerator previously in operation, 
It means that the electrons are 
travelling at 99,99997 per centof 
the speed of light e the fastest 
things ever generated by man, 

The search for ever smaller 
particles began in the Fifth Cene 
tury B.C. when the Atomists in 
Greece proposed that all matter 
is composed of indivisible units, 
or *fatoms’’, toosmalltobe seen, 
The indivisible unit proved to be 
like a mirage, Whenever it seeme 
ed almost in hand, more ‘‘elee 
mentary’’ particles were found,

Florida Skip Inc. 

Here we are asking for help 
again......... It’s time now to fin 
ish the job that was started one 
year ago....Raising funds to help 
John Lowe, K4HJV get back on 
his feet, literally, after more than 
28 years in bed. 

John was a husky man when 
arthritis struck him down in 19. 
35. The disease progressed until 
he was both blind and paralyzed... 
his wrists, hips and knees per- 
manently fused into distorted pose 
itions. 

About the only thing arthritis 
didn’t deprive him of was his 
courage. With the help of ine 
terested and sympathetic Polk 
countians, Lowe learned to opere 
are a ham radio rig, and to read 
and write Braille, 

With the help of Amateurs 
throughout the state,atranceiver, 
( G—76 ) was installed by his bed 
in the Polk county paralytic hose 
pital, and John fought his way out 
of darkness and immobility to bee 
come a member ofthe Polk count. 
y civil defense radio network, and 
to join fellow ‘thams’’ throughout 
the country on the airwaves. 

Last January, a noted Orlando 
orthopedic surgeon examined 
John, and expressed confidence 
that a series of operations could 
help the plucky blind ham ree 
gain a measure of ability tomove 
about. 

The surgeon volunteered todo- 
nate his services, but hospital 
bills would have to be paid. 

First to be scheduled was an 
operation to straighten one wrist. 
With the cooperation of a local 
newspaper, local civic clubs, a 
local Bank, and local Amateur 
radio clubs, a fund was started 
to help pay the hospital bill, 
which was estimated in advance 
at $800. Within two weeks, more 

than $1000 had poured into the 
John Lowe Fund. 

With the able assistance of 
Florida Skip, hams from throughe 
out the state and from other 
states joined in the fund drive, 
and when an operation on Johns 
second wrist was scheduled in 
late Spring, they helped to raise 
another $500. plus in short ore 
der. 

Left for the future was an Ope 
eration Lowe’s hips which, the 
surgeon said, would enable Lowe 
to sit up for the first time since 
1935 and-eeperhapSe.-to stand. 

That future is just around the 
corner now. The operation was 
scheduled for 9a.m. Feb. 26 in 
Winter Park Memorial hospital. 
The operation was to insert plase 
tic ball bearings in Johns hip 
joints. This will permit John to 
sit up in a wheel chair, and, the 
surgeon believes he will be able 
to stand, and to walk alittle, with 
the help of crutches.

A FEW THOUGHTS ABOUT 
CW NET OPERATING 
BY W4ZWD 

SPEED OF OPERATION Speed 
is not essential except for ** shows 
ing Off’? or perhaps in making 
the BPL or in competition 
between nets for TFC totals. 
Reliability is offirst importance. 

In an emergency operation, 
speed, showing off, and competi- 
tion will greatly handicap 
the operation, Undue speed of 
transmission tends to cause many 
mistakes and errors and tomake 
the easy job a hard one. Undue 
speed is not suited to any operae 
tion except for perhaps a well 
established two point circuit. A 
too slow speed is quite irke 
some and should be avoided exe 
cept when necessary or when an 
operator is incapable of sending 
at normal speed. I think the 
speed of all transmissions should 
be at the ‘‘intercept’’ or ‘‘no 
answer’’ speed and should seldom 
be exceeded. The 20-25 wpm 
rate is avery good intercept rate. 

ORDER OF QNI, Almost ine 
variably, I observe a great rush 
to be first to QNI whether or not 
the first person has TFC. Is 
anything gained by being first to 
QWI with maybe two or three 
other stations on top of you? 
It would seen reasonalbe and exe 
peditious for those with TFC 
to QNI first to be followed by 
those who candle the traffic; 
the remaining stations. to QNI 
at easy and convenient times. 

SUPERFLUOUS SENDING. 
Please let the net control work 
out his own salvation. If he asks 
information of help, give it. If 
he asks for no help, leave the 
key alone. Thenet control should 
seldom have to use QNE in order 
to gainafew moments for thought. 
Net frequency does not havetobe 
gigged every second or two in 
order to keep it alive. 

QRZ is a much overworked 
signal. Personally, I very much 
prefer to establish my own 
contact. Unasked help is not ape 
preciated and sometimes I 
actually resent it. When I 
need help, I will ask for it 
and will then certainly be propere 
ly appreciative. 

BK,QNX, and other signals are 
many times badly misused. It is 
not necessary to send something 
to the circuit because you cannot 
think of anything else to do. Use 
your noodle. Read a book. Beat 
your wife or something. 

REPORTING BACK TO NET 
AFTER CLEARING TRAFFIC, 
I consider these reports to be 
superfluous unless you have fail- 
ed to clear the traffic. Net cone 
torl has sent you off to do a job 
and can assume that you have 
done, or are doing it unless you 
report failure. There is no 
requirement that net frequency be

TUNING UP ON NET FRE- 
QUENCY AND SWOOSHING IN. 
Wow, it seems to be getting 
worse. Of it is desirable to 
tune up on the air, as with 
QRP, please do it in the morning 
or the middle of the afternoon. 
It sould hold good for hours or 
days. 


Zero beating the NCS on the 
air should be stopped when each 
station has found his was todoit. 
If your dummy antenna closely 
approximates your transmitting 
antenna the job is simple, but, 
most likely you will have to apply 
a correction, Findthe correction 
and apply it.
